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The Parting of the Ways 


For 20 years I have been buying accumulations, stocks and collections of 
every conceivable size and variety. Also, with every year that went by there 
has been а steady growth of business especially the past two years when I 
introduced the Philatelic Maps and only recently the Title Pages of the 
Nations. 


In all that time I've never really had the time to adequately break up 
such purchases. А collection would come in, its main points of interest 
noted, then promptly taken out and assigned to whatever collectors would be 
likely wanting such and then the balance would be put aside to be dealt with 
when there would be some leisure time. That was just a mirage! Ina week 
or so another collection or accumulation would come in and the piles of useful 
remainders just kept growing, overflowing all available office space into the 
home, filling up two spare rooms, overflowing into the basement and creating 
slightly strained relations to say the least. ' 


In more ways than one I'm aware of the handwriting on the wall. 'The 
vast recent increase of new accounts necessitates a new office building ad- 
equately furnished with the most modern high speed mailing and printing 
equipment. Work will commence on this building as soon as materials are 
available. The problem of space will then һе solved and I could move all these 
remainder accumulations into the new building when ready. There are just 
two simple facts: ‘There still will never be the time to break up these lots 
the way they should be made up, secondly it pains me exceedingly even to con- 
template moving all those stacks of boxes, etc., into a brand new building 
where they would only take up space. 


Therefore, in the next several months I'm out to get rid of these and the 
best way is simply to offer good old fashioned clearance lots. While there are 
millions of the common stamps there also are any number of medium and 
better grade items in these remainder lots and any general collector will have 
the time of his life sorting out one lot, that is a certainty. 


So what Im offering is a job lot of mostly older stamps, useful to any 
general collector and the price is $25.00 PER LOT. So bulky are the lots that 
I cannot send these on approval. It will have to be cash in advance, but rest 
assured the value would be so great no one will ever want to return one of 
these assortments, which of course can be done if the lot received is judged 
to be unsatisfactory. 


In making up these assortments I shall not value the cheaver stamps in 
any way. (However as the weight of these may be considrable (Many are still 
on covers or pieces of paper) I do ask that postage be paid at the rate of 14c 
рег 1Ъ. It is best to include up to $1.49 extra as each buyer will get up too 10 
lbs. of this cheaper material (amongst which may be many useful items) at 
no change other than postage. Refund will be made of any excess postage if 
І do send less than 10 lb. parcel to any one party. 


As it is always my policy to give Mailing List Subscribers extra value 
whenever possible. all such in addition receive some surplus new issue items 
worth at least $5.00 net at no charge with regular $25.00 lot as above, М the 
buyer is not already a Mailing List Subscriber, enclose $2.00 extra or a year's 
subscription which will then entitle the buyer to this additional value plus 
the other numerous advantages such members get.

These notes have

data secured from time to time 
over the past few years. For much 
of it we are indebted to Mr. H. War- 
ren K. Hale, of Montreal, noted 
Canadian authority on the subject. 

To be as brief as possible in what 
could otherwise be a lengthy article, 
we will first repeat that there were 
no genuine Montreal local stamps. 
One S. Allan Taylor, once of that 
city, later of Boston, Albany and 
New York was a chief manufactur- 
er of such fictitious issues—sold by 
him as “just as good", in his opin- 
ion, as any other stamps. 

Ker’s City Post, alleged to 
Montreal private local 
credited to Taylor for its 
in circa 1863.

Type I it is similar to our illustrat- 
ion of Type Па, (with a different 
border) but is а smaller stamp, also 
rectangular in shape, but having 
the Royal Arms in centre instead of 
Prince of Wales Feathers, and the 
word *PENCE" or *PENNY" in all 
capital letters instead of a cap “Р” 
and small letters for balance of 
word “Pence” as in Type Ila. 


Type II shows Prince of Wales 
Feathers in centre with ICH DIEN 
in ribbon, and is in same design as 
our illustration Type IIa with  ex- 
ception of word PENNY or PENCE 
being in all capital letters. 

Type IIa, as illustrated. 

Туре III is shown іп our 
ration, an upright rectangle, with 
Ker’s City Post in an elliptical 
band which also encloses value “2 
cents" at bottom. The central head, 
ful face with mustache and imper- 
ial is said to be the effigy of 
Taylor, maker of the stamp.

More Green Mansions 
By Sidney Bird. 


The man who asked me, some time 
ago, when we'd have another Fer- 
rari, or another Hind, has not been 
watching auction priees very closely. 

Now another Green sale has. been 
pulled off, by Irwin Heiman, and 
some of the things that happened 
make you gasp. 

In the first place, there were 1026 
lots in the sale, and they brought a 
total of $101,774.50. The catalog 
value of the stamps was $166,836.60. 
Thus the whole sale brought exactly 
60 per cent of list. 

But let us break this down some 
and see some of the inside workings 
of a New York auction. 

One man at this sale evidently bid 


against the floor, and this тап 
wasn’t the auctioneer, either. He 
bought 278 of the 1026 lots, catalog- 
ing $65,643.25, for $56,485.75. Thus 
26.5 of the lots at an average price 
of 90 per cent of cat. 

The floor bought 758 lots, listing 
$101,193.55, for $45,288.75. : Thus 
73.5 per cent of the lots sold at only 
45 per cent of catalog, or at just 
one-half of what was paid by our 
nominee for the  Ferrari-Hind  dis- 
tinction. 

This gentleman’s percentage of 
the total “obtained was about 56 per 
cent of the cash, the remainder of 
the buyers contributing the other 
44 per cent. 
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What does this prove, if any- 
thing? This of course, is the first 
question which will oecur to any col- 
lector who reads this auction re- 
view. 

Well, these totals and percentages 
mean several things, the most im- 
portant one to collectors being that 


the market is practically unlimited 
for fine stamps, and that no matter 
how hard the Green executors try, 
they can't saturate it. 

The next thing for the collector to 
realize, from his point of view, is 
that these prices and sales are pro- 
found stabilizers of the philatelic 
situation, and that the finer the mer- 
chandise, the more opportunity there 
is to sell it, no matter what it cat- 
alogs. And this is especially true of 
superfine U.S. and British North 
America. 

Now let’s have a look at the hum- 
an interest phase of the business, 
and get acquainted with the man 
who is doing all this buying in a 
calm, unassuming, unostentatious 
way. He does his own buying at 
New York sales, Boston sales, and 
Philadelphia sales, but there was 
one time when he had an agent buy 
for him, as did Hind апа Ferrari, 
and this was in London in 1938, 
when the boys sold the crocker col- 
lection. 

On Thursday, Nov. 24 of that year, 
with a transatlantic phone line from 
his office to the London salesroom 
of Messrs. Harmer, Rooke, and Co., 
our candidate bought, amone other 
things, the unique block of four of 
the 24с ’69, with inverted centres, 
for £2500, which might have been 
$12,500 in those days, but probably 
wasn’t. In any event, the price was 
the highest in the sale, but was 
none-the-less “‘derisoire,” as some of 
our compatriots might say. While 
we are at it, we might as well admit 
the fact that this particular block is 
just about the most desirable phila- 
telic show-piece in existence, and if 
it were offered in a New York sale 
today, there's no telling what the 
price would be, but certainly in the 
vicinity of FIFTY thousand dollars. 

Since that time this gentleman has 


been chasing inverts апа getting 
them. Another spectacular purchase 
of this kind was the TOP block of 8 


of the 24c airmail with inverted 
centers, for which I believe he paid 
$27,000. 

Now comes the Heiman Green 
sale, and he buys the center-line in- 
vert block of the same stamp for 
$22,000, another outstanding “ипід- 
uity," of which no other exists. 

Previously I wrote up a sale in 
which he had purchased a large num- 
ber of Canadian items at hitherto 
unheard-of prices, so it must not be 
imagined that our friend collects 
only U.S.: he's likely to buy апу- 
thing that is top-flight, super-per- 
fect, and ultra-rare. 

Well, you say, who is this man 
who wades out where the water is 
deep, and spends forty or fifty thou- 
sand dollars on any  top-hole sale 
that comes along? 

Before I answer this, let me tell 
you something about this gentleman, 
and perhaps you may be able to rec- 
ognize him yourself. 

He's modest, as I said before, and 
unassuming, which Г also said. I 
know him well, and Т know that he 
is as modest in all his habits (ех- 
cept buying 5-figure stamps) as he 
is т his demeanor to his friends. 

But he is a scientist, and he knows 
his stuff as few people ean ever hope 
to know it. He maintains an exten- 
sive laboratory with every imagin- 
able kind of scientific aparatus and 
equipment for the examination of 
stamps and currency (Һа eollects 
hills. too, and onea lost а $10.000 one 
in a tornado). His laboratory is un- 
dereround, the huilding is steel lined, 
and if any burglar сап ever сеў into 
the vault where the vhilatelie rar- 
ities ате stored. he'd have to do it 


with an A-bomb. And if Houdini 
were lacked un inside, he couldn't 
get out without havine a dozen 


police seneds on his neck! 

One of the little things they do in 
his laboratory is to throw an image 
of a stamn, as bie as a blanket. on 
а special screen, and examine it line 
by line and dot bv dot.

Type III Jeffray's Express Cover. —Collection Gerald E. Wellburn 


This is the story of Jeffray's Fras- 
er River Expréss, which operated 
during the years 1860 and 1861. By 


that time, things in general in British 


Columbia had settled down after 
the wild excitement of the Fraser 
River gold rush of 1858. Permanent 
towns had sprung up, with Victoria 
on Vancouver Island, the metropolis 
(population 1860, 2200). The capital 
of British Columbia was New West- 
minster, with a population of 1000. 
Other townships were Fort Hope 
(about 500), Yale (about 800), Port 
Douglas (about 800) and lesser towns 
of Lytton, Lillooet, Quesnelle, and a 
floating population of a few thous- 
and on the mining bars of the Fraser 
River. 

The more hardy miners were mov- 
ing northward, and beginning to 
centre on the rich diggings of the 
Cariboo district. But the long, hard 
tramp over the rough and difficult 
terrain to the upper country, and 
the disappointment of the returns of 
the lower Fraser River mines during 
1859, kept away a large number of 
gold seekers during 1860 and  '61. 
The great Cariboo gold rush did not 


had become regular. 


take place until 1862, and after trails 
and roads had been opened up to the 
interior of British Columbia. 

Steamboat service from Vancouv- 
er Island and up the Fraser River 
Ballou's Ex- 
press was still operating but nearly 
all his competitors who had started 
in 1858 and '59 had been forced out 
of business.

In March 1860, Capt. Wm. Jeffray, 
who had been appointed Port Ward- 
en of Victoria in May, 1859, formed 
a partnership with Wm. H. Thain, 


who was employed by Samuel Price 
& Co., Commission Merchants, on 
Wharf St., Victoria, to conduct “a 
general Express, to act as Travel- 
ling Agents, and to do a Commission 
Business between Victoria and Brit- 
ish Columbia." 

Thus, on April 2, 1860, Jeffray & 
Co's Fraser River Express began its 
regular service. This express did 
not undergo the hazards that mark- 
ed the beginning of  Ballous Ex- 
press, when Wm. T. Ballou person- 
ally paddled a canoe on the Fraser 
River and delivered his letters on 
snowshoes in the winter-time. Nor 
did it suffer the hardships of Fran- 
cis J. Barnard, who at first walked 
the four-hundred miles to the Cari- 
boo with express and letters on his 
back. Jeffray’s Express was a 
“steamboat express" — that is. it 
maintained agents on the steamboats 
which ran between Victoria and New 
Westminster; and on the shallow- 
draft stern-wheelers which plied up 
the Fraser River to the end of navi- 
gation at Fort Hope and Yale. and 
also on the Harrison (a tributary of 
the Fraser) to Port Douglas. 

Jeffray's Express did not operate 
beyond the steamer landings, but 
made arrangements with “reliable 
interior express agents” to deliver to 
the gold mines. It co-operated with 
Barnard’s Express which connected 
at Yale, and operated up the Fraser 
Canyon to the Cariboo. 

It connected with The Pony Ex- 
press (George Dunbar's) at Fort 
Hope, for the 150 mile trip to Rock 
Creek, via Similkameen; and also 
with Myer's Express at Port Doug- 
las, which travelled the Lillooet-Por- 
tage route to the interior mines. 

Early newspapers frequently note 
the doings of the expresses, and the 
following references are from “The 
Dail British Colonist”: 


Mar. 8, 1861. 
“The steamer ‘Otter’ . arrived 
from New Westminster  yester- 
day afternoon. She brought fif- 
teen passengers, BALLOU'S and 
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JEFFRAY'S EXPRESSES, and 
some $8000 in gold dust." 


New Westminster, Mar. 23, 1861. 


“... By-the-bye, I must POST 
you on a romantie marriage ru- 
mor which is floating here. A 
steamboat captain and a young 
lady of peculiar talent, says 
dame rumor, were married by 


EXPRESS recently. Shouldn’t 
wonder!" 
Mar. 28, 1861 


“The steamer ‘Maria’ is aground 
at Jeffray’s Bar (Fraser River) 
with a heavy freight. The ‘col. 
Moody’ attempted to tow her 
off, but without success.” 


Apl. 11, 1861. 
"Kitte-canal, a Queen Charlotte 
Island Indian, . . . was charged 
with assault with a deadly weap- 
on on Wat-tish, a Cor-china In- 
dian. ... А jury was empanneled 
with Wm. H. Thain as foreman." 
(Jeffray's partner). 

Apl. 15, 1861. 
“Capt. Је тау, of JEFFRAY'S 
EXPRESS, arrived on the ‘Otter’ 
and has favored us with news of 


the gold mining activity. . . ." 


Ernest А. Wiltsee, in “Тһе Pioneer 
and Pack Mule Express" quotes the 
statement of William T. Ballou in the 
Bancroft Library: 


“Т continued my express in Brit- 
ish Columbia, but not without 
meeting opposition. Wells Far- 
go and Co. started an opposition 
to me first, and then Kent & 
Smith. I ran them all off. They 
could not make it pay and haul- 
ed off. I could not make the low- 
er route pay, and so we ‘joined 
Gibbets'. . . . Then Wm. Jeffrays 

. Started in opposition to me. 
I put down letters to 3 cents 
and made the customs house 
business pay me; charging 5 
cents commission for passing 
things through the Custom 
House made that up. I had plenty 
of money then to pay for goods 
and they had not. .. . If anyone 
wanted a hat I would buy it, 
and charge neither freight пог 
nothing. It did not last long. 
Old Jeffray's died very hard, 
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but he died sure. He was kept 
up by the Seots, and they were 
all clannish. He got into debt 
$6000 or $7000 and then 'Busted 
Our ^ 


In November, 1861, Jeffray's Ex- 
press sold out to Francis J. Barnard, 
and then Barnard's Express operated 
in the entire territory from Victoria 
to the Cariboo, competing with  Bal- 
lou, who withdrew the next year. 

Ballou's statement that Jeffray 
“busted out" may be true, but if so, 
Jeffray had great powers of recuper- 
ation, for he at once started up a 
Commission and Brokerage Agency 
in Victoria. An advertisement т 
‘The Colonist”, December 23, 1861 
reads: 

“WILLIAM JEFFRAY has tak- 

en an office at 26 Wharf Street, 

as a BROKER, COMMISSION 

& FORWARDING AGENT. 

From his long experience in pur- 

chasing for the Up-Country 

trade, he trusts by strict attent- 
ion to business entrusted to his 
care to merit public support.” 


Incidently it is worth recording 
that his wife, MRS. JEFFRAY, 
started in business as “IMPORTER 
OF MILLINERY AND DRY 
GOODS: Families and Hotel-Keepers 
supplied at reasonable rates. . . . Or- 
ders from British Columbia and 
Washington Territory promptly  at- 
tended to." Her store was on Gov- 
ernment Street, presumably Jef- 
fray’s Express Office. 

The Jeffrays left the Colony in 
early 1864 and we do not hear of 
them again. 


No hand-stamp is recorded as 
having been used by Jeffray’s Ex- 
press, but three types of printed en- 
velopes were used. The first type 
reads JEFFRAY & CO'S FRASER 
RIVER EXPRESS. PAID. 

The second type has the wording 
shortened to JEFFRAY'S FRASER 
RIVER EXPRESS. PAID. The third 
type (illustrated with this article) is 
like the second, but the oval frame is 
more ornate. The omitting of the 
*& CO'S" leads us to believe, that 
after about a year, Wm. H. Thain 
withdrew from the partnership, and 


Jeffray carried on the express alone. 

By referring to the first advertise- 
ment of Jeffray's Express, repro- 
duced herewith, it will be seen that 
the publie are notified in April, 1860, 
that “letters to be forwarded by our 
Express must be enclosed in our en- 
velopes with the Government stamp 
thereon.” Thus the Post Office 
handstamped frank of Victoria ог 
New Westminster is always found 
in the right hand corner. 


A statement of the last six months 
of 1860 reveals that 700 Jeffray’s 
Express envelopes were stamped at 
the Victoria Post Office. During the 
same period, 750 covers were stamp- 
ed for Ballou’s Express, showing 
that the rival expresses were doing a 
similar volume of business. Even so, 
each express company was handling 
ony about thirty letters a week from 
Victoria. Of course an equal number 
might have been stamped at the 
New Westminster Post Office, but it 
is no wonder that after eighty years, 
these interesting old express covers 
are mighty hard to find today.

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Nova Scotia Paper Shades 
By F. Walter Pollock. 


In a letter to the editor dated 5th 
December, 1945, and published in 
Popular Stamps for January, 1946, 
Mr. H. Н. Bell, of Mt. Royal, P.Q., 


asks for substantiation of George 
‘Sloane’s oft-repeated assertion >that 
the white and yellow paper varieties 
of the Nova Scotia Cents are “the 
bunk." | : 

This writer is heartily in accord 
with Mr. Sloane's opinion, Scott and 
Gibbons to the contrary .-notwith- 
standing. According to my rerord, 
Mr; Sloane first brought up this sub- 
ject. in: Stamps of 14th March, 1942, 
and I can express my own . concur- 
тепсе no better than Бу. quoting 
from my column in the same publi- 
cation five weeks later, 18th April, 
1942, as follows: 

"A few weeks ago my shipmate 
‘up forrard’, George B. Sloane, took 
а well-merited crack at the ‘fallacy’ 
of dividing Nova Scotia 'cents' issue 
of 1860-3, between white and yellow 
papers. 

"[t is worthy of note that Jarrett, 
though distinguishing between the 
two papers in his check-list, makes 
no mention of them in his usually 
comprehensive notes, as though con- 
firmatory evidence was lacking. 
Poole makes a similar distinction, 
and says only that ‘Two varieties of 
paper are usually recognized—white 
and yellowish—but the yellow tint 
on the latter may be due to some ex- 
tent to the color of the gum used.’ 

“Mr. Sloane erred in his ‘opinion 
that there never was but one lot of 
paper used in the printing of these 
stamps’ which, as he tells me, he ex- 
]ressed more as a figure of speech 
than as a statement of fact. Act- 
ually, the facts serve to strengthen 
his opinion. 

“Poole and Jarrett are agreed up- 
on the quantities of each value print- 
ed (except for an obvious typograph- 
ical error in Jarrett, assigning 100,- 
000 copies instead of 1,000,000 to the 
2c denomination), and the former 
gives the quantities and dates of 
each order in detail, as follows:

“The tip-off is in the fact that, 


whereas Scott and Gibbons, as well 
as Jarrett and Poole, assign both 
varieties of paper to all values in- 
diseriminately, there was only one 
order for the 2с stamp, and if it be 
argued that two kinds of paper were 
mixed in filling that order (and I beg 
to remind my readers that the. work 
was done, not by some casual outfit, 
but by the ultra-particular American 
Bank Note Company of New York), 
still the argument does not cover the 
remaining values, because the 9с 
stamp was the only one supplied for 
Nova Scotia in 1863. 

“When I see how often philately 
draws a fine, and often indefinable, 
line between early issues on white 
and yellowish paper, I am inclined 
to wonder whether collectors ever 
read books, in which one comes so 
often upon that literary cliche des- 
criptive of old paper, ‘yellowed with 
age’. А little study of paper chem- 
istry, including the fact that paper 
isn’t white, but has to be bleached 
white, coupled with a more conserv- 
ative and discriminatory approach, 
would eliminate many of the casual 
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and circumstantial varieties that 
now clutter up catalogs and confound 
the collectors." 


BOMB DELAYED COVER 


Mr. J. B. C. Wilson, of Edmonton, Alta., 
has in his possession a registered cover 
dated Sept. 3, 1940, that has the following 
design and wording: In black, picture of 
an aerial bomb passing through the 
words “Delayed. by Enemy Action”, these 
words being arranged in a circle. Also, in 
red, within a box, the words “Released by 
CENSOR”. He states the British Philatel- 
ic Association also have their stamp on 
the cover, and remembers reading in a 
copy of “Stamp Collecting’, an Old 
Country weekly re this stamp being used 
when mail was delayed by air raids on 
Britain. He wonders if any other reader 
of “Popular Stamps” has a cover similar- 
ly stamped? 


Mr. Harold Paine, 2 Oxford Apts., Moose 
Jaw, a collector of 40 years standing, in 
an article in the Moose Jaw Times-Her- 
ald of Jan. 10th, records that when con- 
nected with Moose Jaw's old radio stat- 
ion he casually mentioned in a broad- 
cast as being a stamp collector. Some time 
later an 86-year-old Missouri man wrote 
him and continues to write and send 
him stamps.

Notes on Early Canadian 
Rarities 


By E. Hervey. 


The 12d black, the classic Canad- 
ian rarity, is, with the exception of 
varieties and errors, the tenth most 
valuable stamp in the British Em- 
pire. The only scarcer stamps are 
certain crude  type-set stamps of 
British Guiana and the ‘Post Office’ 
issue of Mauritius engraved by a 
local watchmaker. In contrast, the 
12d black is a masterpiece of en- 
graving and one of the finest port- 
rait stamps ever issued. 

Comparatively few of the early 
Canadian stamps have been pre- 
served; since, in the early days, 
there were few collectors and no 
dealers. It is doubtful if more than 
five per cent of any of the pence is- 
sues survive, with one exception, 
and that exception is, fortunately, 
the 12d black. 

Various estimates of the number 
of 12d blacks in existence have been 
made, and the highest number the 
writer has seen mentioned is 120, 
which is about eight per cent of the 
number issued. As а result of the 
sales of the Е. Г. Pack, Colonel 
Green and other famous collections 
at least fifteen copies have been 
sold in the last two years but nor- 


mally the stamp is rarely on the 
market. The figure of 120 includes 
damaged stamps which must out- 


number those that are fine or better. 
A few stamps are on wove thin 
paper and a very few on medium 
wove. 

Scott’s No. 1, the 3d on laid paper, 
is, if unused, rarer than a 12d black 
according to a famous  philatelist. 
Certainly very few are to be found 
in the auction room catalogues and 
So great a collector as Mr. Pack had 
none. in four catalogues, all sales of 
famous collections, only one damag- 
ed copy was listed as against eight 
12d blacks and over 20 unused 6d 
Alberts. Even used copies of Scott’s 
No. 1 are becoming scarce; in. the 
same catalogues there are only 21 
as against 55 Alberts on laid and 206 
За beavers on wove. A leading deal-

er told the writer recently that he 
had only 20 laid beavers in stock 
but over 500 beavers on wove. Scott 
has more than doubled the price of 
this stamp in the last few years and 
the rise seems fully justified. 


The rarest of the beavers is not 
catalogued by Scott but it is No. 19 
in Gibbons. Jarrett does not describe 
this stamp in his notes but it is No. 
9 in his catalogue, unpriced. The 
paper is a thin soft wove, slightly 
more opaque than the 1852 paper, 
as, though the design shows through, 
the colour does not. The colour, a 
medium to dark Indian red is unlike 
the shades of the earlier printings 
on thin paper. As the stamp was is- 
sued in 1857 it is often cancelled 
with four ring or bar -cancellations 
which were not in use when the earl- 
ler thin papers were issued. It 15, 
therefore, not a diffieult stamp to 
identify. 

The 3d major re-entry is very 
scarce as two plates were іп use 
simultaneously and in  consquence 
there is only one copy in every 200 
stamps. The writer has seen several 
copies none of which was priced at 
over $40 except one on the perforat- 
ed which was offered at $65. As only 
about two thousand of the perforat- 
ed major re-entries were printed it 
must certainly be very rare. 


The imprints at the bottom of the 
sheets of the 6d and 7Т%а stamps 
are, according to Jarrett, upside 
down but those the writer has seen 
are the right way up. А similar 
error has been made in describing 
the imprints of the 1859 issue as the 
1-сепё imprint is not inverted. 

Among the greatest rarities are 
centred copies of the 1858 and 1859 
issués. Probaby less than one per 
cent are centred and in consequence 
a centred copy in fine condition is 
worth far more than catalogue. The 
writer even thinks that centred un- 
used copies without gum, but flaw- 
less otherwise are worth full cat- 
alogue since they are тагег than 
copies off centre with original gum. 
This view may not be shared by 
those collectors whom a famous phil- 
atelist once described as 'people who 
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value gum made of potato peelings 
at $20,000 per oz’. 

Canada must surely be Фе only 
country in the British Empire which 
can boast of three varieties, each re- 
presented by а single stamp. These 
are the Ic laid 1859, and the 2c and 
15e laid of the large cents issue. Al- 
most as scarce is the %e watermark- 
ed of 1868; priced now at. $350- by 
Scott; so far as is known to ‘the 
writer no copy has ever. been. sold 
in auetion. Another stamp of the 
greatest rarity is Scott's 27d which 
in earlier Scott catalogues is dated 


1868. No mention of this stamp is 
made in Jarrett. The Regent cat- 
alogue identifies it as being the 


same as Gibbons No. 66 but the date 


and the price „and the colour all 
show that this. cannot be the _ case. 
The writer has never seen this 


stamp and would welcome а de- 
scription of it. The other 15e stamp 
on very thick paper, No. 28b is fair 
ly scarce but not nearly so rare’ as 
the 15e watermarked ‘Alexr Pirie & 
Sons’. 

A rather poor copy of this recent- 
ly fetched $60 at. auction
